*’ Mrs. Dacre Craven was FLORENCE LEES, appointed 
on Florence Nightingale’s recommendation, by the 
Empress Frederick, then Crown Princess of Prussia, to 
take charge of the Royal Reserve Lazareth at Homburg 
when the Franco Prussian War broke out, and she was in 
charge of it until 1871. She was the only Englishwoman 
actually under fire before Metz. She. became a great 
personal friend of the Empress Frederick, who was the 
Godmother of the late Col. W. S. D. Craven (d. 1928) one 


of her sons.
